*™ FARM” makes horse sense. The pro- 
motion of such a theme can be supported 
on a number of sound contentions. 

Farm life affords many advantages and 
a Saddle Horse seems a natural means to 
their fulfillment. It has been appropriately 
said that “nothing is so good for the inside 
of a man as the outside of a horse” and a 
ride in the open much more 
exhilarating than a ride in the indoor ring 
of the riding school or even the bridle 
path of the park. To enjoy country living 
100 per cent a good Saddle Horse is well 
nigh indispensable. 

However, your pleasure horse need not 
be a luxury whose cost of keep must be 
charged against the fun he provides. There 
are many ways in which the Farm Saddle 
Horse may become self supporting: 

One thinks first of riding after cattle and 
this is one of the important uses to which 
a Saddle horse may be put. But there are

There are always some items of actual 
farm work that a Saddle horse in harness 
can do very acceptably.

The best Saddle horses are given a 
part of their regular training work in har 
ness. A steady riding horse can do single 
cultivating as well as anything, except per 
haps a mule, and they are well adapted to 
feeding cattle, lambs or hogs in the feed- 
lot or pasture unless the number on feed 
involves too heavy a load of feed.

This plan lets 
the buyer assume the responsibility for the 
most critical period in the colt’s develop 
ment and if he has the breeding and the 
individuality and can be delivered sound 
and right at this age the price to the farmer 
should leave a nice margin of profit over 
cost of stud fee, veterinary service, feed 
and labor, especially if the dam has proved 
sufficiently useful to pay her keep.

Of course, the moisture content of the 
crop was such as to favor a little earlier 
harvest of the corn that was planted on 
May 3 than that planted May 25. But, in 
areas having corn borers, the advantage of 
May 25 planting in its control of this in- 
sect more than outweighs the slight delay 
in harvesting the ears. 

The period from May 20 to 28 is some- 
times called the mid-season planting date. 
Corn planted in this period is not attrac- 
tive to either the first or the second genera- 
tion of the European corn borer. This not 
only protects the present crop from losses, 
but it prevents the multiplication of the 
insect, thereby protecting future crops.

Plantings made in June are considered 
late for corn. Yet yields hold up very well 
even for plantings made as late as the sec- 
ond week in June. In the tests referred 
to above, corn yields from June 2 plant- 
ings averaged 95 per cent as high as plant- 
ings made in May. Those made on June 
11 averaged 84 per cent of those made in 
May. June 16 planting made 79 per cent 
as much as May plantings and June 23 
plantings made 72 per cent of May plant- 
ings. So, just not get 
in the ground in May does not constitute 
a reason for giving up. Three-fourths of a 
crop can be expected even though planting 
has to be delayed until the middle of June.

This induces them to form 
stalks and leaves very Experiments 
show that corn planted on May 3 required 
89 days to develop to the half-silk stage, 
and the corn planted June 12 re 
quired only 64 days to same 
stage. This shows the corn plant cooperates 
to overcome the handicap of a late start. 

Here are some reasonable suggestions to 
consider in case June planting is necessary. 
In the first place, choose an earlier matur- 
ing variety than the one you planted as a 
full-season corn in May. Field experiments 
indicate that the short-season hybrids out- 
yield full-season types when planted late.

When corn is planted late it grows taller 
than when planted early. This is true of all 
hybrids. But since short-season hybrids are 
naturally shorter than full-season corn they 
will not attain excessive heights even when 
planted late. This helps them! to stand un- 
til ripe in the field. 

Late planted corn falls over a little 
worse than early planted corn. This weak- 
ness can be overcome to some extent by 
using short-stalked early-season hybrids. 
Also choose a hybrid that is able to produce 
strong stalks and well anchored roots. 

For late planting be sure to prepare an 
excellent seedbed and use a sufficient 
amount of the proper fertilizer to meet 
plant needs as indicated by soil tests. Time 
is short and everything that can be done 
to favor rapid growth of the plant will 
pay big dividends.

The progressive Chicago Stock Yards 
people do not claim to have started the 
Trucker Safety Program, which already has 
reduced bruises on cattle from a high of 
2.50% to an all-time low of 0.46%; on 
hogs from a 4.45% high to a 1.01% low.

~ INCE the early days of the West, cat- 
“tle rustling has been the high crime of 
the range. Plague of the cattle country, the 
threat of rustlers’ bands was met head-on 
by “.44-caliber” law, vigilante action and 
the organization of cattlemen’s protection 
associations. 

But cattle rustling still persists in some 
sections of the country today. The fast 
horses, six-shooters and running irons have 
for the most part been discarded. The 
modern-day rustler has revised and adapted 
his methods to rubber tired trucks, paved 
highways, fast transportation and shady 
butchers who “fence” his ill-gotten plund- 
er for him. 

The “Winchester” law of the old days 
has been replaced by organized ‘law en 
forcement and the detection of the crime 
has assumed a scientific approach. County 
and state brand inspectors have been sta 
tioned at the stockyards and main trans 
portation centers to detect the shipment and 
sale of stolen cattle and both state and Fed 
have been passed to combat 
rustling. Today, a technician studyine a 
forged bill of sale under a laboratory mi 
croscope may provide the proof of a rust 
ler’s guilt! 

Since 1941 it has been a violation of the

In the event this 
transportation is interstate, the theft still 
comes within the jurisdiction of the FBI 
as a violation of the Act. The violations 
are frequently first detected by brand in- 
spectors who report them to the FBI. In 
other instances, they are discovered by lo- 
cal authorities who refer them to the FBI 
when it is learned that transportation is 
interstate. 

The scientific approach to modern-day 
cattle rustling is designed to cope with the 
methods employed today by the rustlers. 
Cattle thieves, equipped with a fast truck, 
may descend on a farm in the dead of 
night, load the truck with cattle either in 
the field or along the road and by dayligh: 
the next morning may be hundreds of miles 
away from the scene of the crime and the 
jurisdiction of the local authorities. 

The prompt reporting of thefts is the 
most effective approach to modern cattle 
Through quick butchering and 
fast transportation, the identity of the 
be disguised and hidden.

Unless the law enforcement authorities are 
given an opportunity to get into the case 
at an early date, the possibilities of a suc- 
cessful investigation are greatly reduced. 


By working closely with the local au-

Red Poll breeders, their families, and college men from 10 states made the Red Poll 
National Judges Conference and Breeders Type School, April 30 at the Pinney Purdue Farm, 


Wanatah, Ind., one of the high points of the year for Red Poll enthusiasts. Type discussions 
and practice judging on seven classes of Red Polls made for a full and worthwhile day. 
H. H. Kildee, Dean Emeritus of lowa State College, Ames, lowa, conducted the type dis- 
cussions; while Dr. A. L. Harvey, Univ. of Minn., served as chairman of the Type Com- 
mittee. Warren M. McVey, Purdue University, and a director of the Red Poll Cattle Club, 
as official host for the day, had everything in tip top shape and helped in moving the 
program along without a hitch. The Red Poll’s ability to produce both meat and milk was 
amply demonstrated by the animals used in the various classes. As could be expected, 


the crowd did not always agree on the official placings of the Type Committee. 


However, 


Charles Williams (pictured in inset with wife and daughter), Red Poll breeder of Wanatah, 
saw practically eye to eye with the official committee, making 347 points out of a possible 
350 in the judging contest to lead all contestants. Mrs. Williams showed evidence of a keen 
eye when she topped the Ladies Division with a score of 309 points. John Russell, FFA 
boy from Battle Creek, Mich., outdistanced all other boys and girls to take Junior Division 
honors with a score of 344 points. Jerry Cash, of the Ill. University Dairy Dept., topped 
the visiting “experts” with a score of 342. Secy. F. A. Sloan and Fieldman Wendell Severin, 
of the Club, kept the interesting event rolling to a highly successful conclusion. 


ARCH SCHUBERT, long time Duroc 
breeder of Woodbine, lives just about a 
half mile on down the road from Ralph 
Beyer. Up until a few years ago this herd 
advertised as Schubert Bros., and made 
quite a stir in the Duroc breeding business.

Their present featured 
sire, High Perfection, 1950 reserve junior 
champion of Ohio, from the EVERETTE 
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B. HOLLIS HANSON, young owner of 
the Hanson Heights Farm Shorthorn herd 
at Connersville, Ind., is showing some of 
the old timers how it is done. The show 
ring records of his three herd sires, Crug- 
gleton Bounce, Sunset Bounce and Sunset 
Bounce 25th, reads like a “Who's Who.” 
In 1948, Sunset Bounce was reserve grand 
champion at the International. That same 
year, Cruggleton Bounce chalked up Ist 
get-of-sire honors at the International and 
in 1950 duplicated the trick at the Nation- 
al Shorthorn Show and the Ohio State Fair. 
Sunset Bounce 25th also came into his 
share of glory when he was tied champion 
bull at the 1950 National Show. And to 
round it out, Sunset Bounce sired the Ist 
place junior get-of-sire at Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Eastern National in 1950. Oh, 
yes, two of his sons were tied Champion 
and reserve at the 1951 Indiana Spring 
bull show and topped the sale in that 
order. Impressive? Yes, and even more so 
considering that this young fellow has been 
raising purebred Shorthorns for only 10 


Before that time, the Hanson herd 
was on a commercial basis, as their 300 to 
400 hog marketings are today.

\ ILKING Shorthorn breeders held their 
. National All-Female Congress Sale 
at Springfield, Mo. April 28 and establish- 
ed a new average for this event, with 36 
head bringing $37,900, average $1,053. 
Enthusiasm for this breed seems to be run- 
ning very high, to judge by the large crowd 
which attended the classification demonstra- 
tion and banquet on the day preceding the 
sale and the well filled bleachers for the 
sale itself. 

Bulk of the offering went southwest, 
with Texas buyers getting 12 head and 
Oklahoma buyers, 9 head. The remainder 
went to Rhode Island, Illinois, Colorado, 
Kansas, Missouri and Tennessee. Prospec- 
tive purchasers were on the seats from 
many other states and from Canada and 
South America, but there simply were not 
enough cattle to go around 

Top of the sale came from LILYDALE 

RM, Springfield, Mo., which also had the 
1950 top animal in the National Congress 
Sale. This year's sale topper was a coming 
5 year old cow which had classified Very 
Good and had a creditable 3-year-old Reg- 
ister-of-Merit record. She was purchased at 
$2,500 by MysTERY FARM, Hope, Rhode 
Island. This farm also took the second top 
of the sale back east with them at $1,750, 
a 2-year-old heifer consigned by McSON 
FARMS, Weaubleau, Mo. 

The third top of the sale was reached 
twice, RILLA JAVINE, Tulsa, Okla., paying 
MYSTERY FARM $1,700 for a 2-year-old 
heifer and D. H. CANTERBURY, Houston, 
Texas, paying R. E. GRACEY, a fellow 
Texan at Roscoe, the same price for a com- 
ing 4-year-old cow. 

Secretary W. J. HARDY of the Am. Milk- 
ing Shorthorn Society reported that the so- 
ciety had completed nearly 35,000 transac- 
tions with Milking Shorthorn breeders dur- 
ing the first year in their new home. The 
association moved from Chicago to their 
own building in Springfield, Mo. in April 
of 1950.—RALPH W. POULTON.

(From page 7) of corn grown is almost 
cut in half by doubling the yield. 

Hours of labor required for harvesting 
corn by different methods is shown in the 
following tabulation: 

Hours 

per acre 
Hogging down 10 
Mechanical picker 3.0 
Snapping from standing stalk 6.7 
Husking from standing stalk 8.0 
Cutting and snapping corn from the 

shock 16.7 
Shredding 22.0 
Cutting and shucking corn clean from 

the shock 23.0 
Ensiling 25.0 

Harvesting corn from the standing stalk 
requires 10 hours less labor per acre than 
cutting, shocking, and husking. Cutting 
and shocking saves more of the stover for 
feed and permits earlier seeding of cover 
crops. However, early hybrids may be har- 
vested from the stalk early enough to sow 
wheat, rye, or oats. Stalks well disked down 
give added protection to these small grains, 
or to grass and legumes.

Now all you have to do is to fight borers, ri 
weeds, and find some more fertilizer! The events of each hectic day, at home 
and abroad, seem to accent the 
4,000.000,000 Bus. a Yr. necessity for growing 4 _ billion 
bushels of corn and _ half-a-t ition 
bushels of soybeans a year. Then we could really roll out the meat and the 
milk. Then we could lick inflation, pay our taxes, feed our workers, nourish 
our armies, and seal the peace.
